‘ Though naturally we Pakgula 
have preferred to have seen Great 
Brilain fulfilling her promise of 
initiating such'a venture, we do 
not hesitate to, congratulate the 
Germans on the aueccesaful comple- 
tion of the pioneer commercial 
airahip filght across the Atlantic. 
The journey was a great adven- 
ture, the ‘passengers " undergoing 
several exciting experiences in the 
battle with the elements, It was 
four days after ascending at 
Friedrichshafen that the giant 
Graf Zeppelin crossed the Ameri- 
can coast, and several hours more 
before the afr-liner reached her 
destination. The nature of tne 
test appears to have been ‘more 
severe than ‘her designer, Dr. 
Eckner, contemplated, and the Zep- 
pelin did not'emerge from an ex- 
tremely rough passnge unscathed.
